Some weeks ago he went to 
Secretary Lincoln, said that he was deeply 
in debt, and asked to be seat back to hU 
regiment.

There is the best authority for say- 
ing thai there is an army poker club 
here that . numbers some distin- 
gnished otiicers who have made a busi- 
ness of fleecing otlicera Juet arriving in 
town from their regiments. Of course 
these mea do aot play dishdnoatiy, or at 
least are euppoaed to jplay hoaeatly, but 
they generally win. Caeea are knowB 
whore afltoara who have Just come to towa 
with tha aaviaga of a year or (wo have 
bad the whala aBm ewept away in a single 
sitting. Then they turn to their pay atv 
counts for ready cash, and then ciuues the 
temptation to dufdicaie Ihose accounts. 
There is little doubt that iho influouce of 
some of the members of this club has been 
used to shield otlicers wlio, driven to des- 
peration by their losses, have duplioated 
their accounts and been detected at it. 
The club has been fearful that should the 
officers be driven to axtramlty byeoBH- 
mariial they might axpose the praetieee 
that make dupUeatloB so eommoB.

j New Tobk, May 27.— A cable dispatch 
from Paris announces the death of Edouard 
Rene Lefebvre Laboulaye, life Senator, 
member of the Inetitute, authority on jur- 
isprudence and devoted lover of America. 
Hu was bom ia Paris on the 18th of Jan* 
uary, 1811. He read law, and became an 
advocate in the Court Royale of Paris. His 

essays on legal subjects were so ably writ- 
ten that thefr author gained distinethm, 
and in 1849 ha wae appolated Proflmeor of 
Comparative Legislauoa fas tha Oollege do 

France. 

The particular Interest that Americans 
took in his coreer is owing to the fact that 
he was always the firm and warm fi lend 
of America, and did, pcrlmiis, inure than 
any other Kurupean to p;iligl]t<'ii Knince 
concerning the I iiited Siaics. liis I'rien I- 
ship fur tlio United States led a mis;;uidpd 
Frenchman to call him the '^Americo 
maniac,*' a title he was rather proud uf 
iliau otherwisa Laboulaye wrote as 
earnestly for the eauee of fkaedom ia 
' the Journal dee Debate aa la hie own 
books. One day, during our oivll war, 
he arritied at the editorial room with an 
;\rtii le iu fuvor of the Norlbern Si itcs in 
hii pogket only to tind that Itciicll, iKf 
li 'e. t ir. Ii id alio vp.I nne in the interc''t-( 
ut ilip slavchidili Ts to bp put into type. I.a- 
Im.u1.i\'- at once obiaini'd an uiter\it'w wiili 
t lie director, and urged iiiiii to adlicre to 
the liuuest course that ha 1 I tcii marked 
9Ut in form^er numbers of t lie journal, de- 
eptu the fact that prevailing opiaioB waa 
very hoetile to the North. He aueeeeded, 
and the North retalaed aa ally whiah, if 
transformed into an enemy, might have 
done much harm to the Union arma. A 
broiue bust of M. Laboulaye was placed in 
tlip club house of the Ciiion League in 
l'liiladclplii.i in l)pcoiMber, 187 1.

OUR CONSULAR RBPORTS 

A PovKect njstein of Forelcn Hcv* 
enntlle IntellJconee. 

Wasbimotov, May 27.— Tha Ooasalar re- 
ports upon trade abroad in its bearings 
npon American industries and oommsrce, 
which the Stota DepavtaiaBt haa been 
quietly issuing for the past two years, are 
attracting a great deal of attention abroad. 
The British Goverameat haa Just applied, 
through its representatives here, for in- 
formation as to tho methods by which the 
State Department gathers and stimaMrlsea 
thie matter.' The German GoverameBt 
ia BOW operatiag a eycUm ■imilar 
to the oae Ib use here, and 
other aatioBe are also giving the matter 
atteatiOB with the thought of adopting it. 
The American system of Consuls and .Miu- 
ieters abroad is so thorough and cnniptpio, 
and the commercial world so thoroughly 
convinced by if, that tho mass of informa- 
tion these men may ob^in and the sug- 
gestions they may offer* aaa but ba very 
valuable. > 

To begin with, there are os representa- 
tives of the Government in all the great aa* 
tions men of national repntattoa, aneh aa 
Minister Morton at Paris, es'Attorney 
General Taft at Vienna. MinieUre Fish at 
Brussels, John Bnssell Youag at Pekin, 
China, John RilkseU Lowell at London, antl 
ex-Sccrelary Hunt at St. Pciersburg, who. 
if they do not make rep<irts in jioraon on 
matters of this nature, niny aid others 
materially by their advice and informa- 
tion. Tlicn thoro are nearly one thousand 
Consul Generals, Consuls, Vice Consuls, 
Deputy Consuls and Consular Agents and 
Commercial Agents, and the thorough 
iMBBer in which the eommereial world ie 
covered by them is qnlU astoBishiag. Of 
course, all the eitiee of aay promiaeBce 
have their Coasala aad VIee Consuls, thea 
ooma smaller eaee, of which we occasion- 
ally hear, and then places seldom if ever 
heard of in the commercial communities 
here, but all of which are liable to develop 
a desire for American commerce, or afford 
some information valuable to .Vincrican 
maniifacttirers or merchants. It is from 
these sources that tho monthly publica- 
tions of the State Itcpartment are mad«< 
up, and it is the system by which the worl; 
Is Dorformed eo thoroughly about which the 
British Goverameat haa been aeklng.

, LOCKOUT ENDED. ^ 

CoTaral Thoneasi«l Ont of Ciii|ilo7i»oma 

Hill ItoKiime Work. 

CixciKSATi, May '27.— The lockout among 
the shoemakers is at an end. and the men 
will go to work Monday aa usual. 
This welcome state of alTairs wns the result 
of a consn'.tatloii which the represe'itaiivcs 
of both sides hell at the office of the W. 
Rogers Manufacturing Company Saturday 
afternoon. This, however, doee not do 
away with the etrike of the bootmen, ae 
they take BO etock la arbitration. Only 
men employed on women's shoes were 
locked out. Tho whole difficulty was 
brouL'hl about by a misimderstaniling as 
to the action ot the I'uriah .Stevens .\-;spm- 
bly. and this has finally bpcn set right. 
The coiTpspondpnco and agreenicnts rela- 
tive to the settlement are given below. On 
May 24th the following communication was 
sent to the men by the manufacturers : 

*' Whereas, After carefkil coBaideratioa of 
the eommunicationa received from Messrs. 
Traphagan and Conaway, we, the manu- 
facturers, come to the conoluston that the 
main and only issue In the present dllB- 
cully exists in the violatitm of a rule by 
the men and iho enforcement of the samo 
by the maiiulaclurers. which ru"e is the 
main basis on which the Hoard of .\rbitra- 
tion was founded, and which rulo sums up 
to this point: That if the men ehoubl have 
any grievance whatever they must not 
strike, but cnnliniie work and let their 
(rrievances be eeitled by the rules of arbi* 
tifttion. • 

We, in answer to the above eommunIca> 
tion, and in answer to the desire of tha 
men to reach an adjustfflsnt of tha fttUat 
difficulty. 

Resolved, That we will appoint a com- 
mittee nf I bree for the purpose of confer- 
ring with the nion, or their representatives, 
and to try to reach an adjustment on the 
above basis. 

The committee appointed by the maao- 
fnctiirers consisted of C. Krlppaadorl^ H. B, 
Eckelmaa and £.

6th, we hereby declare the lock-out ended.

We, the undersigned, representing the 
various assemblies, declare that we never 
sanctioned, nor do wo now sanction, the 
men in Rouers' shop refusing to do the 
Work for which they were hired, and v hicV 
tlipy did previous to May 8th; and wr 
further declare llial if these men coniiime 
to refu'p to perform the al)ove stated wcirk, 
they do it on their own individual respon- 
sibility.
